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The Employment Trend Continues Upward 


HE trend in employment in the manufacturing indus- 
tries of the United States has been definitely upward 
with only minor interruptions since the low point in 1932. 
The upward trend has been characteristic of the durable’ 
goods as well as of the non-durable’ goods industries. 
However, the uptrend in the non-durable goods industries 
preceded by about nine months the beginning of the upturn 
in the durable goods industries. During the 12 months 
from July, 1932, to August, 1933, employment in the non- 
durable goods industries climbed to the level of late 1929, 
and in the durable goods industries, in which the decline 
had been more pronounced, reached the level of mid-1931. 
During the last quarter of 1933, employment in the non- 
durable goods industries dropped substantially, and 
throughout both 1934 and 1935 and during the first seven 
months of 1936 followed a lateral trend somewhat lower, 
on the average, than the 1933 peak. 
In the durable goods industries where the decline was 


greater and the upward trend later in developing than in 
the non-durable goods industries, the uptrend has been 
practically continuous from the beginning with no leveling 
off in 1934, 1985 and 1936, as in the case of the non- 
durable goods industries. 

During the last half of 1936, employment in the non- 
durable goods industries took a sudden upturn and, during 
each of the first six months of 1937, was ahead of the 
corresponding month of 1929. The steady increase in the 
durable goods industries characteristic of 1934 and 1935 
was continued in 1936 and has been maintained to date 
in 1937. Despite the substantial and continuous increase,

however, in the durable goods industries, employment in 
these industries is still considerably below the 1929 level. 

In general, the earliest, and the most rapid increases 
in employment throughout the period since 1932, have oc- 
curred in the consumption goods industries, which may be 
roughly identified with the non-durable goods industries. 
This has been even more true in the case of durable con- 
sumption goods than in the case of non-durable consump- 
tion goods. In fact, the continuous upward trend in the 
durable goods index, which includes durable consumption 
goods as well as durable production goods, has been due 
largely to the increases in the durable consumption goods 
industries. For example, the increases in employment in

the automobile and the radio industries, and in the agri- 
cultural implement industry since 1935, have been sub- 
stantially greater than in the durable production goods 
industries, such as machine tools and textiles machinery, 
and greater even than in the non-durable consumption | 
goods industries as a whole. 

Comparison of the employment trends in three repre- 
sentative durable production goods industries with three} 
representative durable consumption goods industries in 
the accompanying charts shows the characteristic differ- 
ence in the trend in the durable production goods industries 
as compared with the durable consumption goods in- 
dustries,
